OVK PUBLIC lANDS. 


Judge A. C. Bradford, Register of the 


U. S. Land Office at San Francisco, latel* 
delivered a leotnro before the Young Men's 
Christian Association in that city on 
subject of intense interest, and entitled 
"The Public Lands of the United States 
and the Laws Regulating the Disposal o: 
the Same." The lecturer commenced by 
Baying that it was not yet too late for o 
man to secure public land. While living 
uuder this great Government we do no 
think of the vast extent of the country 
which has en area of no less than 3,581,389 
square miles. After the great Revolution 
the United States had only 828,000 square 
miles, the rest having been acquired since 
Under Jefferson Louisiana waa ceded ti 
ns by France, on April 30, 1803. It hai 
an extent of 926,149 square miles, and WB 
purchased for $27,267,000. 
Oregon 


generally considered a part of the Lonisi 
ana purchase, bat this is a mistake. I 
was acquired at tbe time Spain cedec 
Florida. By the Oregon purchase we go 
251,362 square milea of territory. On 
February 22, 1819, East aud West Florida 
were purchased from Spain, having an 
area of 59,268 square miles, for $6,489,000. 
Texas, an area ol 275,000 square miles, 
was acquired in 1815. Under Polk, in 
February, 1848, we purchased from Mexico 
522,558 square miles for §15,000,000 
In 


February. 1853, the Garrison purchases 
were made, the United States receiving 
45,525 square miles of territory for $10,- 
000,01)0. Ou March 30, 1867, under John- 
son, Alaska was purchased from Russia. 
This is an area of 577,390 square miles 
and the price paid for it was $7,200,000. 


Concerning tbe title to tbe land, the 


Goveiameut of course grants that. It is a 
strange fact taut the settlers have not been 
first considered. 
After the Revolutionary 


war, there being no revenue with which to 
start and support the Government, im- 
mense tracts ol land were sold to capital- 
ists. Tbe lecturer thought it a most singu- 
lar thing that at that time Ihe settlers 
werelooke! upon as intruders aud tres- 
passers on Ihe public lands, and there was 
a law passel to drive '.heoi oft the terri- 
tory, an! the aid of tbe military was callt-d 
in to carry it out. From 1785 to 1841 
there never was a genuine pre-emption 
law pi.ssed. The Government donug all 
that tiuae w is on the side of tbe speculator. 
There were limited pre-emption laws, bnt 
tbe first permanent one was passed Decem- 
ber 14, 1841, by it the settlers being 
allowed 160 aer<!S of land, with so many 
ye»rs to pay for them at $1 25 an acre. 


Toe Homestead law was of later growth. 


Stephen A Douglas introduced a bill into 
the Senate in December, 1849, hot the 
President vetoed it on the ground that it 
would foster tbe dangerous doctrines of 
Communism and Socialism so prevalent 
then in European countries. It was left 
for Andrew Johnson and Mr. Julian, of 
Indiana, to make the suecebafol atteo.pt to 
carry the bill, and it was signed on May 
20, 1862, by President Lincoln, giving 
land to every man or woman who will live 
on it for five years. There are several 
enactments now. There are the Pre-ump- 
tion law, Timber Act, Timber Culture Act, 
Desert Land Act and Homestead Act. 


Lincoln.
